“Social work is eager for your 
participation,” Dr. Chernin told the 
group 

He declared the services of vol- 
untary casework agencies are not 
well enough known in the commun- 
ity and are utilized by too few peo- 
ple who need their services. The 
reasons for this, he stated, are 
that many people are unaware of 
their own ills, and, even when they 
recognize that they have troubles, 
most people do not know enough 
about casework and casework 
agencies to realize that they can 
be helped. 

Dr. Chernin termed this the 
“dilemma of social work,” explain- 
ing that if anyone who needed help 
utilized community services, the 
social agencies would be swamped 

“they could not handle the in- 
creased demand for their services.” 


Dr. Chernin pointed out that 
since the depression a big change 


has occurred in the function of 
private family and children’s agen- 
cies. He said the great bulk of 
financial assistance, in pre-depres 
sion days the responsibility of pri 
vate agencies, is now administered 
by tax supported, public assistance 
programs.

The Department estimated that 
of every $100 of disposable income 
(after taxes) debt represents about 
$7. The Department predicted a 
substantial rise in 1953 of consumer 
debt—that is, people are going 
deeper into debt than ever. 

In New York, the Journal of 
Commerce came right out and used 
that bad word “depression.” In an 
editorial on “The Danger of Over- 
Optimism” it said we must expect 


before long “a period of reduced 
demand and relatively depressed 
business conditions. The depres- 


sion, whenever it comes, will be 
so much less severe and protracted 
if all groups in the American econ 
omy recognize it as an inevitable 
legacy from the over-stimulation 
of the past and prepare for it ma; 
terially and psychologically.” 

As to the remarks of Treasury 
Secretary Humphrey that there 
will be “readjustments” but not a 
depression, the Journal said that 
“if he means that there will not 
be a material downturn in business 
activity and employment whenever 
the economy is called upon to get 
along without new artificial 
stimuli, he is promising too much 
in the light of all past experience.”

1. Valve System— Winter driving usually leaves a residue 
of carbon that prevents the valve system from running at top 
efficiency. Thus, spring is a good time for cleaning out carbon ; 
and grinding valves. | 

2. Electrical system, including distributor points, ignition 
wiring, condenser and spark plugs. He said spark plugs should 
be replaced after 20,000 miles of use. 

3, Piston rings and pistons.
